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COUNCIL PROMISES 
TO CONSULT LOCAL 
PEOPLE ON PLANS 
TO REVAMP MARKET 


PLANS to revamp 
Maesteg’s outdoor 
market and bus 
station have been 
unveiled. 

A consultation event 
was held in the town last 
week, with plans on dis¬ 
play in the indoor market 
and also in the old 
Ferrari’s Bakery. 

Council officers and 
representatives of con¬ 
sultants Powell Dobson 
Urbanists were on hand 
at the shop over the 
weekend to answer ques¬ 
tions. 

The main aim of the 
regeneration is to 
improve pedestrian flow 
through the market. 

Ironically, everything 
provided under the last 
revamp of the market, 
generally regarded as an 
unmitigated disaster, will 
be swept away. This was 
carried out in the early 
1990s by the Ogwr 
Borough Council with 
Valleys Initiative money.

Lions’ 
book fair 
raised 
£9,000 

BRIDGEND Lions’ 
16th charity book 
fair at Bridgend 
YMCA on March 5- 
7 was voted a 
“great success”, 
generating income 
of more than 
£9,000. 

“With wall-to-wall 
sunshine throughout the 
event, there was a con¬ 
stant stream of cus¬ 
tomers eager to enjoy 
the thousands of bargain 
books on offer,” report¬ 
ed Lions’ spokesman 
Henry Trimlett. 

“Preparing for the 
book fair takes many 
months of hard work, 
but Bridgend Lions 
recognise that the 
£120,000 raised over the 
years for local good 
causes is a wonderful 
reflection of the contin¬ 
ued generosity of people 
in the Bridgend area. 

“As always, the 
Easter egg raffle was a 
popular attraction and 
the winner was Mr 
Moseley of Wildmill, 
Bridgend,” Mr Trimlett 
added. 


Out goes the steel 
‘minaret’ placed on part 
of the outdoor market to 
provide shelter and out 
go all the stalls and shops 
- consigned to the bull¬ 
dozer. 

Some of the shops 
along the perimeter of 
the market are privately 
owned, so agreement will 
have to be reached with 
their owners. 

The council have also 
indicated that unlike last 
time, when the market 
was closed for a year and 
re-located to the Llynfi 
Road car park, this 
regeneration will be done 
in phases so that the mar¬ 
ket remains open for 
business while work is 
under way. 

New shops will be 
built along the river wall 
and the same amount of 
retail space will be pro¬ 
vided. New toilets will 
also be provided and a 
cafe, which will look out 
onto the bus station so 
that passengers can see 
their bus pulling in. 

The open space creat¬ 
ed between the new mar¬ 
ket and the town hall has 
been designated a public 
open space. On Fridays, 
it could be utilised for 
demountable market 
stalls and on other days, 
would be available for 
open air activities and 
performances. 

This space stretches 
right up to the back of the 
newly-refurbished coun¬ 
cil offices. The scheme 
includes the creation of a 
clear pedestrian route 


through the market from 
Talbot Street to the bus 
station - a route that was 
blocked off under the 
previous development by 
shops built across the 
natural flow route for 
shoppers. 

This would be under 
cover as it would run 
along the front of the new 
shops whose roofs would 
extend out. The area 
would be gated to pre¬ 
vent access to the market 
after opening hours. 

There is also a propos¬ 
al included in the plan to 
create a new entrance to 
Maesteg Town Hall, 
which would entail 
building out from the old 
man’s shelter at that level 
and creating a new foyer 
and possible gallery area, 
with access to the town 
hall via new steps and a 
lift. 

The existing outdoor 
steps would be done 
away with as the consult¬ 
ants feel that they do not 
give the hall a prominent 
enough entrance - in 
keeping with its impor¬ 
tance as the best building 
in the valley. 

On the bus station 
side, the office and toilets 
would be demolished and 
a new shelter created, 
running the length of the 
town hall between the 
outside steps facing 
Church Street and the 
comer of the building. 

Part of the shelter 
would be enclosed to 
give bus passengers 
proper seating area out of 
the wind and rain. This 


would have to be roller 
shuttered at night. An 
unenclosed seating area 
could be used then. 

It is likely that the 
plastic tube type shelters 
at each stop would then 
be swept away, leaving 
just bus bays. 

The ladies toilet in the 
side of the Town Hall 
would remain, but new 
toilets would also be pro¬ 
vided inside the market 
area to replace those 
being demolished. 

An old entrance into 
the indoor market could 
also be re-opened, lead¬ 
ing from the enclosed 
shelter, to improve foot¬ 
fall through the market. 

The taxi rank at the 
bus station would be 
retained but a new taxi 
parking bay will be creat¬ 
ed at the front of the town 
hall, where the pave¬ 
ment, only widened two 
years under Phase 3 of 
the regeneration, will 
have to be dug up in 
order to accommodate 
the bay. 

Residents and taxi 
drivers pointed out to the 
council at the time that 
taxis should be allowed 
to park there, but the 
council refused to change 
its plans. It went ahead 
with widening the pave¬ 
ment, to create what was 
described as a ‘plaza’, 
although most local resi¬ 
dents would now call it 
an open-air play area for 
local youngsters, who 
gather there at night 
kicking footballs across 
the street.

Norovirus closes two 
wards at PoW hospital 


TWO wards at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital have been 
closed - because of 
Norovirus. 

A spokesman for 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg Health 

Board said that the 
Clinical Diagnosis Unit 
and Ward Two are closed 
at the moment to admis¬ 
sions, transfers and dis¬ 
charges, unless patients 
are going to their own 
home. 

The board is working 
to re-open these wards as 
soon as possible. 

The hospital’s special¬ 
ist infection control team 
is working with ward 


staff to stop the virus 
spreading. 

The spokesman added: 
“Norovirus is rife in the 
local community and 
across south Wales at the 
moment, which increases 
the incidence of visitors 
and other hospital users 
inadvertently bringing it 
into the hospital.” 

The public are being 
urged not to visit the hos¬ 
pital if they have been ill 
within the last few days, 
as the vast majority of 
Norovirus cases can be 
successfully nursed at 
home. 

There has also been a 
small sewage leak in one 
of the bathrooms on 
Ward 8, which is on the 


first floor. Repairs were 
made immediately and 
the bathroom was thor¬ 
oughly cleaned and back 
in use within a few hours. 

Patients on the ward 
used facilities on the 
adjacent ward while the 
repairs were being made. 

Some sewage leaked 
into the Radiology 
department below, but 
this was not in a patient 
area and did not impact 
on services. 

The spokesman stated 
that this was the first leak 
for some time. Much of 
the pipework had been 
renewed recently at the 
hospital, as wards have 
undergone major refur¬ 
bishment. 


‘Fair 
play for 
seaside 
town!’ 

A CAMPAIGN for fit¬ 
ness facilities in 
Porthcawl has been 
launched by Shout. 

Spokesman Gary 
Victor has lodged a 
question with Porthcawl 
Town Council about why 
there are no fitness or 
wellbeing facilities in the 
town, when millions of 
pounds have been spent 
on providing eight of 
them elsewhere in the 
borough. 

He has been promised 
an answer in writing 
shortly. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Mr Victor said 
that the organisation 
was only seeking fair¬ 
ness for Porthcawl resi¬ 
dents: “People who are 
prescribed exercise by 
their GPs have to go to 
Bridgend. One lady went 
by bus, but discovered 
that there was no suit¬ 
able return service and 
had to pay £12 for a taxi 
to get home...She never 
went again.

Borough council 
could face strong 
local protests over 
library closures 


BRIDGEND’S cabi¬ 
net is to launch con¬ 
sultations on a 
review which could 
lead to the closure 
of up to seven 
branch libraries in 
the borough. 

Members received a 
review of the library 
service, which had 
already been discussed 
by the health and well 
being scrutiny commit¬ 
tee, as previously report¬ 
ed in The GEM. 

This report sets out an 
“ideal scenario” for the 
future, which could see 
smaller valley libraries in 
Ogmore, Garw and the 
Sarn-Aberkenfig area 
merged, and others like 
Caerau closed. 

A question mark also 
hangs over the town cen¬ 
tre library at Maesteg, 
now that the new library 
at Maesteg Sports Centre 
is due to open. 

This library provides 


reference books, local 
history material and IT 
facilities, but there are 
fears that the council will 
try to move the remain¬ 
der of the book stock 
from the existing library 
in the town centre and 
create a Life Centre, with 
shared facilities with the 
Sports Centre - as has 
happened at Pyle and 
Ogmore. 

Residents in Maesteg 
organised a petition 
opposing the plan when 
it was first raised about 
five years ago - so any 
attempts to take the 
library away from its 
convenient site near the 
bus station and shops, 
and place it in an out-of- 
town location accessed 
on foot by a steep hill, 
will generate strong 
opposition. 

The council’s 

approved budget strategy 
for the next three years 
includes revenue savings 
of £70,000 by reconfig¬ 


uring library services, so 
some changes will have 
to take place to meet this 
target. 

The cabinet has agreed 
to launch a consultation 
exercise about the main 
findings of the review. 

A further report will 
then be made to cabinet, 
which will set out the 
strategy for library serv¬ 
ices and show how the 
necessary savings can be 
achieved. 

The scrutiny commit¬ 
tee expressed grave 
reservations about how 
the savings will be 
achieved - and also 
about where the money 
needed to reconfigure the 
service will come from, 
as capital spending will 
be restricted for the next 
few years. 

Members also stated 
that a community bus 
should be laid on if 
libraries are closed, in 
order to enable people to 
access the new libraries.

Leader defends new 
council allowances 


FOLLOWING last 
week’s announce¬ 
ment that borough 
councillors are to 
receive a rise in 
their basic salary of 
almost four per 
cent, the Leader of 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), Coun Mel 
Nott, has issued a 
statement. 

Speaking just 
after councillors 
voted to accept 
their new deal, he 
said: 

“This afternoon, 
members of BCBC 
accepted the recommen¬ 
dations of the 
Independent 
Remuneration Panel for 
Wales. 

“Councils in Wales 
do not decide how much 
of an allowance their 
elected members 

receive. 

“So it is the independ¬ 
ent, national panel and 
not this council which 
has decided the level 
and range of allowances 
that our councillors 
should receive for 
2010 / 11 .

“The subject of mem¬ 
bers’ allowances is 
always a sensitive one. 
It is right and proper that 
elected members of this 
council receive an 
allowance in recognition 
of their time and efforts 
serving their communi¬ 
ty, but the residents of 
that community are enti¬ 
tled to know what their 
councillors are receiving 
and why.” 

Coun Nott chose to 
look first at areas where 
allowances had been 
cut. He said: “This year, 
the panel has decided 
that there will be signifi¬ 
cant reductions to 
Special Responsibility 
Allowances (SRAs) 
which will impact on 
four of our cabinet 
members, the five chair¬ 
persons of our overview 
and scrutiny commit¬ 
tees, and the chairperson 
of our development con¬ 
trol committee. 

“The SRA will also 
be taken away from the 
chairperson of the 
appeals panel and from 
all vice chairs. These 
councillors’ allowances 
will therefore be signifi¬ 
cantly reduced, in some

He then turned to the 
subject of the council¬ 
lors’ basic salary, say¬ 
ing: “The panel has also 
decided that for councils 
of this size, each mem¬ 
ber’s maximum amount 
of basic allowance 
should be increased by 
approximately £500, 
from £13,356 to 
£13,868 per year. 

“I understand that this 
is set at the equivalent of 
three days work within 
the average annual gross 
income of full time 
employees in Wales. 

“Additionally the 
panel has told us it is 
concerned that this 
authority does not cur¬ 
rently make certain pay¬ 
ments such as care 
allowances and co-opted 
member allowances, and 
we are one of only two 
of the 22 authorities in 
Wales that does not 
enable our elected mem¬ 
bers access to the Local 
Government Pension 
Scheme. This after¬ 
noon’s decision will 
address this. 

“The panel’s determi¬ 
nations will affect coun¬ 
cillors in Bridgend in 
different ways; some 
will lose out consider¬ 
ably, others might gain, 
albeit by a relatively 
small sum.” 

He emphasised: 
“While a councillor can¬ 
not appeal against any 
loss of SRA, it is down 
to each individual 
whether they take any 
SRA increase, or the 
increase to their basic 
allowance. 

“I am very conscious 
that allowances and 
indeed expenses are, 
quite rightly, very close¬ 
ly scrutinised by the 
public and media, and I 
welcome this. 

“We are committed to 
absolute transparency 
on this issue which is 
why I wish to place on 
record all the decisions 
we are making in rela¬ 


tion to this, and the need 
to comply with the 
determinations of the 
Independent 
Remuneration Panel for 
Wales. 

“I am sure each elect¬ 
ed member takes his or 
her responsibilities to 
their communities very 
seriously, and I hope 
that every one will con¬ 
tinue to give their per¬ 
sonal commitment to 
deliver a first class serv¬ 
ice for our residents.” 

All councillors will 
receive £13,868. In 
addition, Special 

Responsibility 
Allowances may be paid 
to the following post 
holders at the following 
levels: 

Band 1 - the Leader - 
£38,139, and the deputy 
leader - £22,537. 

Band 2 - cabinet 
members - £17,336 

Band 3 - The chair¬ 
persons of overview and 
scrutiny committees, the 
chairperson of develop¬ 
ment control committee, 
the chairperson of 
licensing, the chairper¬ 
son of audit, a nd the 
leader of the largest 
opposition group 
£9,708. 

Band 4 - The leaders 
of other political groups 
(provided their groups 
constitute no less than 
10 per cent of the coun¬ 
cil membership) 
£4,161 

The maximum budget 
required per annum for 
each eligible member 
claiming a care 
allowance is £4,836. 

The authority may 
provide an allowance to 
statutory co-optees with 
voting rights. The panel 
has determined that this 
allowance be set at the 
following two levels: 

For the chairperson of 
the standards committee 
the allowance is set at a 
maximum of £2,230 per 
annum; 

For other statutory 
co-optees with voting 
rights, the allowance is 
set at a maximum of 
£1,200 per annum.

ON EDUCATION’ 


RESEARCH car- 
ried out by the 
Welsh Conservative 
Party has revealed 
that BCBC has one 
of the lowest spends 
in Wales on educa¬ 
tion per pupil. 

Bridgend spent 
£4,768 per pupil in the 
year 2008-09 compared 
with the Welsh average 
of £5,192. The highest 
spending authority was 
Ceredigion which spent 
£5,959. 

That is a huge differ¬ 
ence. Despite claims by 
Labour and by the new 
First Minister that edu¬ 
cation is his top priority, 
the authority in his own 
back yard is the second 


worst in Wales, spending 
eight per cent below the 
Welsh average.

He said: “Specialist 
training for members of 
the public in basic life 
support skills can and 
does save lives.

“The earlier someone 
suffering from a heart 
attack receives defibril¬ 
lation, the greater the 
chance of survival.

Poignant memories of 
Llandow air disaster

“THE sound of the 
plane woke me up - 
it was no different 
to normal -1 looked 
out of the window 
and it was on the 
ground, and there 
was just silence.” 

That is how Mrs Lydia 
Davies remembers the 
Llandow air disaster 
which took place 60 
years ago and claimed 
the lives of 75 Welsh 
rugby supporters return¬ 
ing from Ireland, along 
with five of the crew. 

At the time Lydia was 
a young woman of 20,

“Two of the survivors 
came clambering over 
the garden hedge. They 
didn’t have shoes on and 
got caught on the thorns.

My 
mother bathed their 
wounds and we made 
them a cup of tea - fortu¬ 
nately, they weren’t in 
too bad a way.

The three survivors 
were Mr Anthony, Mr 
Handel Rogers of the 
Welsh Rugby Union, and 
Mr Meville Thomas, who 
at 85, is the only living 
survivor of the crash and 
lives in Llanharan. 

The aircraft had 
approached the aero¬ 
drome at low altitude, 
rose steeply, stalled, and 
then crashed into the 
field yards from the farm. 
There was no explosion. 

Lydia added: “As a 
thank you for what my 
parents did that day, the 
survivors sent my mother 
and father international 
tickets every year.” 

Conservative regional 
Assembly Member 
Andrew RT Davies, who 
lives not far from the 
crash site, said: 

“The Vale is now 
home to many aviation 
establishments both at 
Cardiff Airport and in St 
Athan. 

“This disaster led to 
many safety improve¬ 
ments, which helped to 
safeguard the future of 
air travel. 

“It is important that 
this event is not forgotten 
and that measures are 
taken to ensure that 
tragedies like this are 
never repeated.” 

As thousands of Welsh 
rugby fans made their 
way across to Dublin for 
the Ireland v Wales inter¬ 
national last weekend, 
many of them will have 
spared a thought, on the 
60th anniversary of the 
disaster, for those that 
lost their lives. 

A memorial stone 
stands in the hamlet of 
Sigingstone to ensure 
that events of March 12, 
1950 are never forgotten.

Police urged to 
amend merger 
call-out policy 


POLICE have been 
urged to re-organise 
the way that they 
respond to call-outs 
following the merg¬ 
er of the Bridgend 
and Vale divisions. 

Coun David Unwin 
told the new divisional 
commander Chief Supt 
Carl Davies that there 
were villages such as 
Ewenny, St. Bride’s and 
Ogmore-by-Sea which 
were close to Bridgend 
but which were patrolled 
by police from Barry. 

“It’s down to the local 
government boundaries,” 
he said. “Until now, those 
villages were in the Vale 
division, and although 
police officers from 
Bridgend could respond 
to an incident in five or 


ten minutes, it would 
take officers 40 minutes 
to come from Barry. 

“I would ask you to 
look at the geography of 
the new merged division 
and use the officers who 
are nearest.” 

Chief Supt Davies said 
that there should be no 
boundaries and it was 
down to effective 
resourcing. 

He said that by the 
autumn, all police vehi¬ 
cles would have tracking, 
so that the control room 
would know where every 
police car was. 

“The controller will 
take the call, see where 
the nearest car is and if it 
is in Bridgend, it will be 
sent. We will get there. 
It’s all about sending the 
most appropriate trained 
resource to an incident.”

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LIFESAVER BRIAN 
SENDS OUT AN SOS 
FOR VOLUNTEERS 
IN OGMORE VALE 


A FIRST Responder who 
watched his own father die 
of a heart attack is appeal¬ 
ing for more volunteer life- 
savers to come forward. 

Ogmore Vale currently has a 
team of 13 Welsh Ambulance 
Service First Responders, and has 
just recruited six more who are 
undergoing training. 

However, according to co-ordi- 
nator Brian Davies, who is also 
president of the Welsh Bowls 
Association, the more people will¬ 
ing to sign up and join the team, 
the better the chance of saving 
more lives. 

Brian, 69, the retired former 
deputy head of Ogmore Vale 
Comprehensive School, said: “I 
signed up because I watched my 
own father slip away back in 
1984. He collapsed and basically 


dropped dead in front of me. 

“When I heard our trainer, 
Steve Roberts, give a talk and 
appeal for First Responders to sign 
up, I thought that if they had been 
around when my father died he 
might have been saved. 

“We are a friendly group and 
come from all walks of life. We 
have shop workers and managers, 
a retired theatre nurse and office 
workers in the team. We definitely 
need more young people but any¬ 
one who is reasonably fit and pre¬ 
pared to undergo a police check is 
more than welcome to join. 

“We meet on the last Friday of 
the month, and have training ses¬ 
sions on the second Monday and 
third Saturday of the month in St 
David’s Church Hall, Ogmore, 
although we are flexible and do 
move dates - especially if Wales 
are playing a rugby international! 


“We cover a four-mile stretch 
of the valley and respond to emer¬ 
gency calls. We have to remember 
the geography of the region and 
accept that sometimes paramedics 
might not get to a patient as quick¬ 
ly as we’d like, and that’s when 
First Responders step in. 

“That vital few minutes might 
mean the difference between life 
and death. We have a large popu¬ 
lation of elderly retired miners in 
the valley, and First Responders 
could literally be a lifeline for 
some of these people.” 

All volunteer First Responders 
are trained in the use of a defibril¬ 
lator, oxygen administration and 
other basic lifesaving techniques.

‘Bridgend not 
a wild west 
town’ - says 
police chief 


BRIDGEND’S new 
police chief has seri¬ 
ous concerns about 
how the town centre 
is perceived by the 
public. 

Chief Supt Carl 
Davies told the town 
council he was worried - 
because the town centre 
at night was not per¬ 
ceived as a safe place to 
visit. 

“Community confi¬ 
dence is really important, 
and we will only get that 
if we convince people 
that the town centre is 
safe. People should be 
visiting there but if they 
don’t feel safe, they will 
not come and that’s not 
good for the town. 

“Effective licensing is 
important in cleaning up 
Bridgend’s image.” 

Coun David Unwin 
stated that one of the 
problems was that boy 
racers take over the 
lower ground floor of the 
Rhiw multi-storey car 
park after 7pm. 

“Sometimes there are 
six to seven cars there. 
Their presence is detri¬ 
mental to anyone wish¬ 
ing to go to town and 
park there. We need more 
patrols to stop this.” 

Chief Supt Davies 
promised he would get 
officers to tackle this 
problem. 


Coun Roger Marsh 
then raised the issue of 
beggars in the town cen¬ 
tre, and said it made a 
bad impression. 

“I spoke to police 
about one beggar but he 
was still there the day 
after and the day after 
that. He was shifted on, 
but is now back again. 

“It is against the law 
and looks very unsightly 
to see begging when peo¬ 
ple are shopping.” 

Supt Davies felt this 
issue was also about per¬ 
ception of the town cen¬ 
tre: “People may not 
come into the town cen¬ 
tre because of fear. I will 
be taking this back to my 
officers, because we need 
to send a clear message 
that we will not tolerate 
this behaviour. 

“Bridgend is not a 
wild west town - it is 
safe but I want it to be 
even safer. Crime is 
lower that it has been for 
years and detection rates 
are high. We are running 
operations in the town 
centre to boost the day 
time and night time 
economies. 

“Our night time opera¬ 
tions are aimed at reduc¬ 
ing violence and anti¬ 
social behaviour, and 
have been largely suc¬ 
cessful.. There were only 
two incidents of violence 
last weekend.”

“We need somewhere 
where older people who 
have suffered heart 
attacks and strokes can 
get some rehabilitation. 

“Porthcawl people 
are totally excluded 
from the Well Being 
Strategy drawn up by 
the Welsh Assembly 
and implemented by the 
borough council.” 

Mr Victor said that 
Porthcawl’s lack of 
leisure facilities was 
impacting on every age 
group. 

“We have no swim¬ 
ming pool or sports 
centre for residents and 
visitors. When I asked 
the borough council 
about having a fitness 
suite, I was told that 
there was nowhere to 
put one because there 
was no pool or leisure 
centre in the town. 

“I would urge coun¬ 
cil officers to think lat¬ 
erally and try and find 
somewhere else for one. 
We have the Grand 
Pavilion and Jennings’ 
Building which could 
house a suite or there’s 
plenty of land owned by 
the council where one 
could be built, but 
there’s no political will 
to do it.” 

Mr Victor has also 
contacted First Minister 
Carwyn Jones AM for 


Bridgend on this issue. 

“I am challenging all 
three tiers of govern¬ 
ment in Wales to do 
something for 
Porthcawl. 

“The town was 
promised a pool by the 
old Ogwr Borough 
Council 20 years ago, 
but that promise has 
never been kept. 

“As far as the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
is concerned, Porthcawl 
could be adrift in the 
Bristol Channel because 
it is not treated like the 
rest of Wales. 

“Although we have 
16,000 people here, we 
get nothing. It is a 
shameful situation. 

“ I want politicians at 
all levels - from the 
town council, to the 
borough council and the 
Assembly - to act and 
give us fair play,” he 
concluded.

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Time to ‘wake up 
on subject of litter

MUCH has been 
said in recent weeks 
in The GEM about 
the problem of lit¬ 
ter in the Vale. 

In his reply to criti¬ 
cism of the council’s 
efforts to clear up litter, 
Clifford Parish said: “It 
is with regret I assure 
GEM readers that the 
vast amount of litter on 
our streets is generated 
by members of the pub¬ 
lic.” 

No doubt, as a repre¬ 
sentative of the local 
council Mr Parish feels, 
quite rightly, that he 
must express himself 
with a degree of tact. 

The real truth is that it 
is high time we faced the 
facts of life and asked 
what sort of area we 
want to live in. 

The local council it 
seems is ‘piggy in the 
middle’ and is damned if 
it does and damned if it 
doesn’t. If the litter isn’t 
cleared, it’s the council’s 
fault. If it is cleared, 
then the local authority 
gets criticised for over¬ 
spending on one particu¬ 
lar problem to the neg¬ 
lect of others. 

We are all missing the 
point here. 

It is not the fault of 
the local council that 


people, visitors and 
locals alike, leave an 
unmanageable amount of 
litter behind them. 

The simple truth is 
that we live in a time in 
which a significant num¬ 
ber of people have great 
difficulty in thinking 
beyond their own imme¬ 
diate interests without 
any thought for conse¬ 
quences of the rest of the 
world in general. 

It is those people who 
are the problem more 
than the litter they cre¬ 
ate. 

It is those people 
who create the problem 
and those people who 
have to choose whether 
they want to be the prob¬ 
lem or the solution. 

We are blessed to live 
here. Barry is a beautiful 
spot with the best of 
everything - big city, 
countryside and spectac¬ 
ular coast - all on the 
doorstep. 

We all have a respon¬ 
sibility to look after it. 
Look out of the train 
window as you travel to 
Cardiff - what do you 
see? Litter. Walk the 
streets, what do you see? 
Discarded lager cans, 
take away food packag¬ 
ing cigarette butts, 
chewing gum - litter. Go 
to the beach what do you

find? Litter, despite the 
council’s valiant efforts. 

On several occasions 
since I moved to Barry 
five years ago, I have 
been incensed at the lit¬ 
ter left on our beautiful 
beaches. All of that litter 
is unsightly, a significant 
amount of it, glass bot¬ 
tles are an obvious 
example, is dangerous. 
That litter is left by peo¬ 
ple. 

Those people are 
intelligent enough to 
command sufficient 
income to enable them 
to afford to buy good 
food from the supermar¬ 
ket. They are discerning 
enough to enjoy a bottle 
of good wine. 

Somehow, however, 
the simple commonsense 
expedient of picking up 
the empty cartons, pack¬ 
aging, lager cans and 
wine bottles, putting it in 
the plastic bags so kind¬ 
ly provided by the super¬ 
market and disposing of 
it properly (all of it is 
recyclable) is quite 
beyond their intelli¬ 
gence. 

As you can see, the 
photographs which illus¬ 
trate my point were 
taken on Jackson’s Bay 
which is frequented 
more by locals than visi¬ 
tors. 

The problem of litter 
goes far beyond what 
some might regard as a 
petty local matter. It is 


as it should be. 


rapidly becoming a 
world problem. 

A classic example is 
Laysan, a 960-acre 
island about 1,000 miles 
northwest of Honolulu. 

When this island, one 
of the most remote in the 
world, was visited by an 
American team of biolo¬ 
gists, it was found not to 
be the pristine paradise 
they expected but strewn 
with an unbelievable 
variety of plastic rub¬ 
bish. 

The US team cata¬ 
logued thousands of pel¬ 
lets, as well as toy sol¬ 
diers, disposable lighters 
and one toy Godzilla - 
all made of plastic. 

That plastic was 
killing seabirds and 
other creatures, who 
mistook it for something 
to eat. 

That plastic had been 
dropped on beaches like 
ours and carried thou¬ 
sands of miles across the 
sea by the tides. What 
local council clears that 
up? 

It is ‘wake up ’ time. If 
the remotest islands in 
the world are, almost lit¬ 
erally, disappearing 
under a sea of plastic lit¬ 
ter, what chance does a 
little place like Barry, 
frequented by so many 
people, have - unless 
those people change?

JUST over a third 
of homes in the 
Vale (20,000) are 
now covered by the 
Vale Council’s 
kerbside kitchen 
waste recycling 
scheme, a 
spokesman report¬ 
ed 

The whole of Penarth 
and Dinas Powys is now 
covered, and existing 
‘kitchen waste’ areas - 
Barry Island, St Athan 
and camp, Sully and 
Lavernock - have also 
been joined by the vil¬ 
lages of Michaelston le 
Pit and Leckwith. 

“Since the scheme’s 
launch when 7,500 
homes were involved, 
the council has collected 
more than 665 tonnes of 
kitchen waste - equiva¬ 
lent to more than 50 red 
double decker buses - 
for recycling from kerb- 
side caddies,” he 
revealed.

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Night-time helicopter 
withdrawal sparks 
an angry campaign 


A CAMPAIGN has 
been launched on 
both sides of the 
Bristol Channel to 
fight proposals to 
reduce the cover 
provided by the air- 
sea rescue helicop¬ 
ter at RAF 
Chivenor. 

Most of the rescue 
flights to deal with emer¬ 
gencies along the coast 
and also in the Brecon 
Beacons, come from the 
Devon air base but the 
Ministry of Defence has 
announced that it wishes 
to cut the service provid¬ 
ed by the crews at 
Chivenor from a 24- 
hour-a-day cover to 12 
hours. 

Emergencies that take 
place at night, when 
Chivenor will be off-line, 
will be dealt with by hel¬ 
icopters based either at 
RAF Culdrose, which is 
at the tip of Cornwall, or 
RAF Valley on Anglesey. 
The changes would come 
into effect in 2012. 

The protest campaign 
originated in the West 
Country and has already 
gained the backing of 
Cornwall and Devon 
County Councils; Devon 
Police, district councils 
in the area, a number of 
MPs as well as groups 
involved with sea based 
activities including sub 
aqua clubs, canoeists, 
surfers, yacht owners and 
fishermen. The British 


Mountaineering Council 
has also protested. 

Support is now being 
sought on the Welsh side 
of the channel and coun¬ 
cils along the coast are 
getting involved. 

An e-mail from 
Ilfracombe Town 

Council has been sent to 
councils seeking support 
for the campaign. The 
campaigners argue that 
cover for the area served 
by Chivenor would only 
be available if helicop¬ 
ters are not already 
involved in operations in 
their own areas. 

During 2009, 

Chivenor handled the 
highest number of call¬ 
outs at 339 - compared to 
300 from Culdrose and 
315 from Anglesey. 

A third of the calls 
received were at night 
and there are fears that 
the two other stations 
will not be able to cope 
with an extra 100 night 
time emergencies a year, 
on top of their own call¬ 
outs. 

Flying time from 
Culdrose to the Bristol 
Channel is half an hour, 
with the arrival time 
from Anglesey put at one 
hour - assuming good 
flying conditions. 

There are no second 
helicopters and stand-by 
crews in any of the sta¬ 
tions, so once the heli¬ 
copter is out, there will 
be no cover for their area. 

The Culdrose station 
covers the Isles of Scilly

and islanders depend on 
its helicopter for all med¬ 
ical evacuations at night. 
Lundy, which has up to 
200 residents, relies on 
Chivenor for this service. 

Search and rescue 
teams are also concerned 
about the delays in 
arrival times because hel¬ 
icopters can search large 
areas quickly especially 
at sea. 

Chivenor is also used 
by the NHS for the trans¬ 
fer of critically-ill 
patients between hospi¬ 
tals at night because air 
ambulances do not oper¬ 
ate then. 

A Facebook site to 
save the 24-hour service 
has been set up, and it 
already has 10,000 
names. 

The campaign is being 
backed by Coun Jeff 
James, who represents 
Rhoose and is a cabinet 
member on the Vale 
Council. 

“I am shocked that this 
cut-back is being pro¬ 
posed,” he said. “It is 
devastating. We need the 
24-hour cover from 
Chivenor in view of the 
extra travelling time 
from these other bases. 

“All the coastal 
authorities in south 
Wales must take this up 
and join the fight.” 

Coun James represents 


the Vale Council on the 
Severnside and Bristol 
Channel Authorities 
Group and he will put 
this on the agenda for its 
next meeting. 

“I am also appalled 
that, as a local authority 
affected, the Vale 
Council has not been 
consulted by the Ministry 
of Defence,” he said. 

“I will be asking the 
officers to contact West 
Country councils to 
obtain details of their 
campaign.” 

Coun David Deere, 
Conservative leader on 
Porthcawl Town Council, 
said that the RAF heli¬ 
copter from Chivenor 
was a familiar sight to 
residents. 

He said: “I am very 
concerned that there are 
plans to curtail this serv¬ 
ice. 

“We are a major 
tourism resort with thou¬ 
sands of visitors here in 
the summer. This propos¬ 
al will have a major 
impact on the safety of 
everyone using the sea 
along the south Wales 
coast.” 

Coun Deere is to raise 
this issue at the next 
meeting of the council 
with a view to pledging 
support for the campaign. 

He added: “We have 
decision-makers at the 
Ministry who obviously 
do not understand the 
strong tides and currents 
we have in the Bristol 
Channel and fail to 
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realise how easy it is for 
swimmers and others to 
get into difficulties.” 

Coun Russell Downe, 
Mayor of Llantwit 
Major, said that he was 
shocked by the news. He 
said: “I have been in a 
rescue helicopter myself 
after I was involved in a 
car crash and I can testify 
personally as to how 
effective they are in get¬ 
ting quickly to the scene 
of an incident and evacu¬ 
ating people. This is a 
vital service.” 

Coun Downe said that 
the Bristol Channel had 
the second highest rise 
and fall of tide in the 
world, and that factor 
also had to be consid¬ 
ered. 

“Llantwit beach 
attracts a lot of visitors 
especially in the summer 
and although we rely on 
the lifeboat at Atlantic 
College, there are times 
when the helicopter has 
to be called in for a res¬ 
cue. 

“We cannot have 
unnecessary delays. We 
are dealing with life and 
death situations.” 

Bridgend Town 
Council discussed the sit¬ 
uation at its meeting on 
Monday and agreed to 
lodge a holding objection 
while more information 
is obtained. 

“We must keep this 
service operating 24 
hours a day from 
Chivenor,” said council 
leader David Unwin. 
“Seeing the Sea King 
helicopter is a very wel¬ 
come sight when there’s 
an emergency going on 
along the coast at 
Southerndown or 

Ogmore by Sea. 

“You cannot quantify 
the saving of a life. We 
must put pressure on our 
AM, Carwyn Jones.” 

The council will write 
to First Minister Mr 
Jones to find out what the 
view of the Welsh 
Assembly Government is 
on this matter. 


Homeless ‘risking their 
lives’ under town bridge 


HOMELESS people 
could be risking 
their lives by sleep¬ 
ing underneath a 
bridge in Bridgend 
town centre, the 
town council heard. 

Coun Mervyn Lewis 
reported that he had 
seen a man carrying a 
sleeping bag climbing 
underneath the Water 
Street bridge over the 
river. 

The undercroft of the 
bridge was used as a 
shelter. 

Coun David Unwin 


commented that that 
the ledge they used was 
fairly narrow: 

“Someone could roll 
over and then they 
would suffer a sharp 
drop into the river. 

“We could have a 
fatality on our hands. 

“That should be the 
last place someone finds 
to sleep,” he warned. 
Coun Edith Hughes 
said that they used to 
sleep in the space 
beneath the Evergreen 
Hall, but this had been 
blocked up with a fancy 
wrought iron panel. 

“Instead of moving 


these people on, we 
should try and find a 
solution to the prob¬ 
lem,” she said. 

Chief Supt Carl 
Davies said that home¬ 
lessness was a problem 
in all communities and 
was on the agenda in 
Bridgend. 

Partnership work 
was under way to 
resolve the problem. 

He added that 
attempts were made to 
find temporary shelter 
for people who were 
homeless and sleeping 
rough.

MORE than £42,000 has 
been invested in communi¬ 
ty sport and physical 
activity in the Vale during 
the last year thanks to a 
special grants scheme. 

The Community Chest 
scheme, agreed by a panel of 
volunteers with support from the 
Vale Council’s sports and play 
development team and the Sports 
Council for Wales, benefited 51 
local sports clubs and organisa¬ 
tions during 2009-10. 

Grants up to the maximum 
£1,000 were awarded. A number 
of new clubs were set up thanks 
to the grants, while sports rang¬ 


ing from boxing to boccia, and 
cricket to canoeing, were all 
boosted by funding which went 
towards buying new equipment, 
sports hall hire and improving 
coaching standards. 

The Vale Council’s sports and 
play development manager, 

Karen Davies, said: “It is pleas¬ 
ing to see that a growing number 
of the applicants for grants this 
year were community groups and 
workplaces, not just established 
sports clubs, and I hope that even 
more get in touch with proposals 
during the next year.” 

The most recent round of 
Community Chest grants, which 
brought the year to an end, saw 


18 clubs and organisations 
receiving a share of £15,147.69. 
Among those awarded the maxi¬ 
mum £1,000 grant were Dinas 
Powys Cricket Club, who will be 
expanding junior membership, 
and Llantwit Major Tae Kwon 
Do Club, who will be buying a 
wide range of new equipment.

- new police chief vows 


| REPORT by JAYNE ISAAC 


WAR has been 
declared on drug 
dealers in 

Bridgend and the 
Vale... 

New police command¬ 
er, Chief Supt Carl 
Davies, who is head of 
the newly-merged 
Bridgend and Vale of 
Glamorgan divisions, 
told Bridgend Town 
Council that stamping 
out drug dealing was his 
main priority. 

“I have set out my stall 
already in the press,” he 
said. 

“I have a very simple 
message - I will not tol¬ 
erate drug dealing across 
Bridgend and the Vale. 

“We have very effec¬ 
tive police intelligence 
system and I would like 
the community to feed in 
information about drug 
dealers, especially those 
living luxurious life 
styles - those people who 
live in big houses, drive 
fast cars and have no 
jobs. 

“We are looking for 
that information to come 
into the system and we 
will then act to find out 
what’s beneath the life 
style. 

“If it’s drugs-related, 
we will take all their 
assets off them - they 
will lose their houses, 
their cars and every other 
asset. 

“These drug dealers 
affect so many people 
and they are the scourge 
of society. 

“People get caught up 
in a drug-use lifestyle 
and they cannot get out. 
Often, it’s not their fault. 


We have to deal with the 
bigger players - the deal¬ 
ers. 

“We need information 
and we need that from 
the people of Bridgend 
and the Vale.” 

Chief Supt Davies, 
who has 30 years’ service 
under his belt, said he 
intended to stay in the 
division until his retire¬ 
ment, which was some 
years away, if the force 
allowed it. 

“That’s my commit¬ 
ment to this division. I 
have not come here to 
disappear in a few years 
because I want to 
become an assistant chief 
constable. I am happy to 
be divisional commander 
and I do not want to 
move elsewhere.” 

He said that as a result 
of his years of service, he 
knew what good policing 
looked like, but he also 
knew what bad and indif¬ 
ferent policing was like. 

“It is my intention to 
offer the best policing 
service to Bridgend and 
the Vale. 

“Words are cheap, but 
if I get things wrong, I 
expect you to tell me. 
That’s the dialogue I 
want with the communi¬ 
ty- 

“We will get things 
wrong from time to time, 
but we will get it wrong 
when we are trying hard 
to get it right.” 

He said that the 
Central Division, which 
is the new name for the 
merged divisions of 
Bridgend and the Vale, 


was one of four super 
divisions created by 
South Wales Police. 

“They are large areas 
but we still have two 
superintendents in 
Central under me - Steve 
Furnham in Bridgend 
and Leanne James in the 
Vale.” 

He said that the three 
of them would work 
together along with all 
members of the force to 
understand and respond 
to the needs of the com¬ 
munity. 

“I stand for effective 
policing within commu¬ 
nities, working with them 
to do the best we can. We 
will achieve that by lis¬ 
tening to communities 
and acting on their con¬ 
cerns. 

“I want to improve 
engagement with com¬ 
munities across the 
whole of the division. 

“Pact meetings are 
good, but you only reach 
those people who attend 
them. We also need to 
reach the people who do 
not attend.” 

Coun Bev Quennell 
asked him about anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
recent revelations that 
some forces do not 
respond to calls on this 
issue. 

“Anti-social behaviour 
is high on my agenda,” 
he emphasised. 

“When we talk to peo¬ 
ple, most of the issues 
raised are to do with anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“We take a partnership 
approach to these prob¬ 


lems working with other 
agencies including the 
council and the private 
sector. 

“We need to get to the 
cause of this behaviour 
and see if we can tackle it 
at its root.” 

This approach had 
been hugely successful 
and often young people, 
who have been creating a 
nuisance, can be brought 
on board and encouraged 
to realise their potential. 

Asked about how anti¬ 
social behaviour prob¬ 
lems are prioritised, 
Chief Supt Davies urged 
people to use the new 
101 number that was for 
non-emergency issues. 

He said that if a prob¬ 
lem in an area had been 
flagged up as an 
enhanced PACT priority, 
it will be on record in the 
control room and opera¬ 
tors will respond quickly. 

“You will get our gold 
service. We are working 
towards this but we have 
not reached Utopia yet,” 
he added. 

Coun Roger Marsh 
congratulated police on 
sorting out the drug deal¬ 
ers in Wildmill. 

“The suppliers no 
longer exist,” he said. 
“They have moved from 
Wildmill. 

“We must congratulate 
the community police 
officers who know 
what’s going on in the 
patch. 

“There’s a new confi¬ 
dence among the elderly 
and those youngsters 
who do not want to be 
caught up in the yob cul¬ 
ture,” Coun Marsh 
added.

THE Cowbridge-

Assembly Rural

The Country Land

Association Wales (CLA 
Wales) chairman, John 
Homfray, invited the 
Minister, Elin Jones, to 
his farming and diversi¬ 
fied businesses on 
Tuesday (March 16). 

On the agenda was the 
question of how the 
Assembly can work with 
farmers to increase 
employment in the 
industry. 

Mr Homfray told the 
Minister that he feels 
investment in his 22 
employees is as impor¬ 
tant as in the other cru¬ 
cial resources in his busi¬ 
ness.

“We’re also keeping 
our costs tight, and we’re 
questioning whether it 
will be worth continuing 
with the environmental 
work we have been 
involved with under Tir 


Gofal, when Glastir is 
introduced.” 

Mr Homfray also 
reminded Elin Jones of 
the “really rough time”, 
the dairy sector has been 
forced to endure.

RECENTLY, 42 
swimmers from 
Barry Amateur 
Swimming Club 
took part in the one 
hour postal swim, 
organised by the 
British Long 

Distance Swimming 
Association, at 
Barry Leisure. 

The aim of the event is 
to see how far the swim¬ 
mers can swim in one 
hour, and the swimming 
club uses this event as a 
marker every year to see 
how the swimmers are 
improving with their 
stamina and swimming 
abilities. 

This year, as in the 
past, they surpassed 
themselves with swim¬ 
mers from as young as 
seven taking part. 

The top swimmer this 
year was Lauren 
Williamson (aged 12) 
who swam a total of 
4,275 metres (171 
lengths). This was an 
improvement on last 
year’s swim by 150 
metres.

Damon and Greengrass’ 
Green Zone is a most 
worthwhile place to be! 


I N 2002, Matt 
Damon’s career 
appeared to be 
sinking fast: 

Having started 
strongly with turns 
in Good Will 
Hunting (which he 
co-wrote with Ben 
Affleck) and Saving 
Private Ryan , a suc¬ 
cession of poorly- 
received films such 
as All The Pretty 
Horses and The 
Legend of Bagger 
Vance had made his 
stock slide. 

When delays bedev¬ 
illed his next film, it 
seemed like Damon 
might vanish from the 
scene, but that film was 
The Bourne Identity, a 
work which revived his 
career and set him on a 
path to greater success. 

The Bourne franchise 
sprouted two further 
films, directed by Paul 
Greengrass, which raised 
his stock even further, 
and the pair team up 
again for the Iraq-set 
thriller, Green Zone. 

Damon plays Roy 
Miller, an army officer 
who, along with his 
team, is sent to find 
‘weapons of mass 
destruction’ in Iraq; but 
when they find nothing, 
and the validity of the 
intelligence they 
received is questioned, 
Miller is thrown head¬ 
first into a maelstrom of 
truths, counter-truths and 
the political impact of 
war... 

While thoroughly 
deserved, it was some¬ 
what of a surprise to see 
The Hurt Locker walk 
away with best picture at 
the Academy Awards; 
after all, previous films 
that have attempted to 
deal with the situations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan 
have received short 
shrift from audiences 
and, in some cases, crit- 
;s. 

Throwing their hats 
into the ring against this 
backdrop is a bold move 
from director Paul 
Greengrass and Matt 
Damon, but one that 
pays off in spades, as 
Green Zone is part- 
blockbuster, part-thriller, 


part-treatise on the value 
of war, but wholly excit¬ 
ing, captivating and 
watchable. 

While the selling 
point for the masses is 
no doubt ‘Bourne goes 
to Iraq’, those expecting 
Green Zone to provide 
more of the same of that 
franchise will be left 
empty; this is no mere 
retread for director and 
star. 

Instead, they serve up 
a film that will appeal to 
the brain as much as it 
does to the lust for 
explosions and shoot- 
outs; and while it may 
wear its politics on its 
sleeve, it never feels 
preachy or sanctimo¬ 
nious, allowing the 
viewer to be drawn into 
the unwieldy web of the 
story. 

Based on the book 
Life in the Emerald City, 
screenwriter Brian 
Helgeland takes only the 
merest of meat from that 
story, and instead con¬ 
structs a thriller with a 
side order of politics. 

Helgeland’s record as 
a screenwriter is pretty 
good, and Green Zone 
can be chalked up as 
another success, the 
story taut and engaging, 
querying the political 
morals of those in posi¬ 
tions of power and the 
importance of skewering 
the truth to fit your aims, 
no matter how clandes¬ 
tine it may be. 

It is the sort of territo¬ 
ry that Paul Greengrass 
thrives on as a director. 
His background in docu¬ 
mentary and work away 
from the Bourne fran¬ 
chise - TV’s Sunday 
Bloody Sunday and 
United 93 - carries a 
political feel that he 
brings to the forefront 
here. 

While he certainly 
doesn’t scrimp on action 
and spectacle, he marries 
it to Helgeland’s script 
to provide a blockbuster 
with brains that feels 
like perhaps the first 
truly substantial fare of 
the year thus far. 

His direction follows 
the docu-realism tem¬ 
plate that he has honed 
throughout his work, but 
given the subject matter 
it brings a bristling reali¬ 
ty to proceedings, the

hand-held, shaky camer¬ 
awork propelling you 
headlong into the story. 

While he may err on 
the side of an over¬ 
reliance on quick cuts 
and edits, there is no 
arguing about his skill as 
a director, and his ability 
to handle both the narra¬ 
tive and the spectacle, 
and marry them together 
so successfully, does his 
reputation no harm at 
all. 

Another who does no 
harm to his reputation is 
Matt Damon, who is 
developing into the type 
of all-round actor that 
cinema needs more of. 

Fresh from his 
nuanced turn in last 
month’s Invictus, this 
sees Damon arguably on 
more familiar territory, 
yet he refuses to resort 
to the characters he has 
played previously. 

His Roy Miller is no 
stealthy, Bourne-like 
spy; instead Damon 
sticks to reality, the char¬ 
acter forced to question 
his moral compass and 
the decisions he makes. 

It is another turn that 
merely enhances 
Damon’s already sterling 
reputation, and one that 
anchors the film in the 
reality it was aiming for. 

Surrounding Damon 
are actors who add to the 
quality on show. Greg 
Kinnear does slimy and 
shady better than most; 
and here as bureaucrat 
whose power is being 
used to the advantage of 
America, he is superb, 
offering anything but a 
clear cut villain, merely 
a man who believes 
what he is doing is right 
and that the end justifies 
the means. 

Brendan Gleeson sim¬ 
ilarly offers clout as a 
CIA intelligence offer 
who hopes that Miller 
can uncover what is 
going on, while the argu-

ment that any film fea¬ 
turing Jason Isaacs with 
a handlebar moustache 
will be certifiably superb 
is realised here, and 
while the actor doesn't 
quite get the meatiest of 
parts, he fills it out 
superbly, making for a 
uniformly excellent cast. 

If Green Zone has a 
flaw it is only that the 
constant dizzying camer¬ 
awork and fast pace of 
the film occasionally 
means the plot takes a 
back seat to the 
pyrotechnics and per¬ 
formances within. 
However, the thread of 
the story is never lost, 
and is a small complaint 
is what is a thoroughly 
excellent piece of work. 

VERDICT - A high- 
octane thriller with a 
pace that never lets up, 
Green Zone is a master¬ 
ful piece of work from 
director Paul 
Greengrass.

David breaks 
British record 


DAVID GUEST 
booked a place in 
the history books as 
he smashed the 
Welsh and British 
Junior Heptathlon 
records during the 
under-20/under-23 
International match 
between GB&NI 
and France, held in 
Bompas, southern 
France, over the 
weekend of March 
6 and 7. 

In the under-20 
Heptathlon, David, who 
is a Welsh athletics 
medal prospect for the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi, was up against 
a strong French team, 
led by 2009 World Youth 
Octathlon Champion 
Kevin Meyer, who last 
year missed the world 
record by only five 
points. After six months 
nursing an array of 
injuries, David put it all 
behind him to record six 
PBs and win the compe¬ 
tition by 125 points from 
the 18-year-old 
Frenchman. 

David’s score of 
5,793 points set a new 


UK under-20 record for 
the discipline, beating 
the old mark by a huge 
311 points and his own 
Welsh record by 395 
points. The mammoth 
score now puts David in 
ninth place on the World 
all-time rankings for the 
junior heptathlon. 

David was particular¬ 
ly pleased with his long 
jump, as he had been 
unable to jump in com¬ 
petition or training for 6 
months. Carefully limit¬ 
ing his jumps to only 
two, his best leap of 
7.33m puts him at the 
top of the 2010 UK 
under-20 rankings and 
adds one cm to the 
Welsh indoor under-20 
record set back in 1987 
by Marcus Browning. 

Coached by his dad 
Mike Guest (combined 
events) and Scott 
Simpson (pole vault), 
the Bridgend athlete can 
now set his sights on 
extending his qualifica¬ 
tion mark for the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi and achieving 
the standard for the 
World Junior 
Championships in 
Moncton, Canada.

AFTER TEAM AGAIN FAILS TO PERFORM... 

Dilemma for the coach as Wales 
face prospect of Wooden Spoon 


“It was very disappointing. 
Ireland played very well, hut while 
they were very clinical, we lacked 
cohesion... ” 

T hat was the after-match 
comment of the Wales 
head coach after a dismal 
Dublin showing - not Warren 
Gatland, though, but fellow 
Kiwi Graham Henry, speaking 
in 2002 after the record-break¬ 
ing 54-10 Welsh defeat at Irish 
hands. 

Eight years on, it might be argued 
that in essence not a great deal has 
changed: Compare the quote above 
with Gatland’s own candid response 
after misfiring Wales were almost 
casually elbowed aside by Triple 
Crown-chasing Ireland in the 27-12 
loss at Croke Park on Saturday - 
which repeated the now familiar 
Welsh shortcomings in execution 
and discipline during the Six 
Nations: 

“We are very disappointed. Ireland 
were very good and clinical and took 
their chances well. We again made 
too many mistakes .” 

In both cases, the underlying mes¬ 
sage across the years was the same, 
with the New Zealanders just two in 
a long line of Wales coaches who, 
despite occasional triumphs, thus 
far have sadly failed to achieve the 
kind of long-term consistency that

was once taken for granted by sup¬ 
porters weaned on near-unbroken 
success during the golden years of 
Welsh rugby. 

For Henry, the under-pressure 
‘Great Redeemer’, who had initially 
led Wales on an undefeated run of 
10 games, but had since allegedly 
‘lost the dressing room’, the scale of 
defeat in Ireland was the final straw. 

As press speculation mounted 
over his future, he suddenly handed 
over to number two Steve Hansen 
and departed for the land of the 
long white cloud, saying he could 
not take the Welsh team any further 
forward. 

Now it’s the turn of the third New 
Zealander, Gatland, to be the focus 
of intense speculation, with mur¬ 
murs that history may be repeated 
in light of the Welsh team’s continu¬ 
ing under-performance, in the 
autumn internationals and the Six 
Nations - all a far cry from the 
heady days of the 2008 Grand Slam 
that marked the former All Black’s 
dramatic arrival on the scene. 

One hopes that this is not so, as 
yet another change of Welsh head 
coach in the countdown to a World 
Cup would surely put paid to any 
chance of success in the tournament. 

However, with opponents now 
seemingly able to breach the Welsh 
defence at will; with question marks

over both the set piece and loose 
play; and with the Welsh attack 
flawed rather than flowing, the 
embattled squad now have just one 
match left, against Italy, in which to 
find a solution to failings that have 
resulted in three largely self-inflict¬ 
ed defeats ( that could so easily have 
been four ) in this Six Nations cam¬ 
paign. 

More worryingly, with the Rugby 
World Cup looming larger by the 
day, the absence of half a dozen first 


choice players, which has undoubt¬ 
edly affected Wales’ performances, 
yet again confirms our lack of quali¬ 
ty strength-in-depth when compared 
to France and the southern hemi¬ 
sphere giants, who have no such 
problems and are able to cast their 
nets wide, as they build towards the 
2011 tournament. 

In this context, the continuing 
challenge for Gatland and his assis¬ 
tant coaches is to hone a richly tal¬ 
ented but small pool of players into 
a cohesive and competitive force, 
able to finally produce a clinical, 
error-free and disciplined perform¬ 
ance to world standard for 80 min¬ 
utes - something that at the moment 
really seems beyond them. 

After their courageous showing 
against title-chasing France on 
Sunday, including running in two 
excellent tries, Italy will come to the 
Millennium Stadium believing that 
they can record their second shock 
win in the Six Nations in a desperate 
struggle with Wales to avoid the 
humiliating Wooden Spoon. 

Hence the more than usual inter¬ 
est this week in the team Gatland 
has selected for the task. 

With one eye on the short term 
and the other on more crucial long¬ 
term planning for the World Cup, 
was his patience finally exhausted 
with frustrating players who have 


continually failed to perform, and, 
despite numerous warnings, persist 
in foolish acts of indiscipline that 
have cost the team dear? 

Would he risk a fourth defeat by 
throwing caution to the wind against 
the Italians, in order to give others 
waiting in the wings an opportunity 
to show what they can do? 

The answer came with the 
announcement of the team on 
Tuesday and Gatland continued his 
penchant for surprises by introduc¬ 
ing 18-year-old debutant Osprey 
wing Tom Pry die as Wales’ youngest 
ever international ‘cap’. 

He has also wielded the axe over 
Martyn Williams and Richie Rees in 
favour of Sam Warburton and Mike 
Phillips; while the equally unfortu¬ 
nate Gareth Delve and Paul James 
predictably make way for Ryan 
Jones and Gethin Jenkins, as the 
coach rings the changes to arrest the 
worrying decline.

Local clubs are helped by WRU grant 


FIVE local rugby clubs have received 
funding from the Millennium Stadium 
Charitable Trust and Welsh Rugby 
Union joint grant initiative - in total 
£60,000 worth of funding has been 
awarded to the five clubs in the 
Bridgend area. 

A total of £60,000 has been shared between 
Bridgend Ravens, Bridgend Athletic, Heol-y-Cyw, 
Nantymoel, and Llanharan, who were all successful 
in their bids for financial support, and the WRU 
Facility Grants Scheme will help fund improve¬ 
ments to facilities in and around their rugby club¬ 
houses. 

These clubs congregated at Bridgend Ravens 
RFC to receive a Millennium Stadium Charitable 
Trust Funding Certificate from the trust’s chairman, 
Russell Goodway. 

Launched in June 2009, the one-off grant scheme 
is the result of a £500,000 fund made available 
from the Millennium Stadium Charitable Trust for 
the purpose of benefiting the community, enhancing 
facilities and widening participation. 

The money provided will enable Bridgend 
Ravens to purchase gym equipment and fund an 
outreach programme to encourage the wider com¬ 
munity to keep fit. 

Bridgend Athletic will replace training area 
floodlights with portable floodlights. Heol-y-Cyw 
will build a gymnasium and paved area for sports 
recreation for public use. Nantymoel plan to 
upgrade their club house to benefit local groups and 
Llanharan will install a disabled toilet, upgrade 
their toilets, as well as upgrading their floodlights. 

Bridgend Ravens director, David Rees said: “It is 
great to be awarded a grant for such a worthy facil¬ 
ity. Our aim is to transform our rugby club into a 
sporting centre that will, in the future, benefit 
everyone - and attract all members of the commu¬ 
nity.”
